Record of Ancient Kings Revealed 


Professor James H. Breasted of the University of Chicago studies 
the inscriptions on a tablet from the library of King Saigon of As­ 
syria. 
The priceless bit of clay was discovered by Hordon Loud, in 
charge of excavation of Sargon’s palace in Khorsabad, Iraq.
